Four ca ndida tes will contest for th e republican nomina 
tion: 
Robert 
M. LaFollette, Jr., State Senator Roy I\.W il­ 
cox of Eau Claire, former Gov. Francis E. McGovern of Mil­ 
wa ukee, and A rth ur R. Barry of Milwaukee. 
Willia m G. Bruce is the nominee of th e democratic con­ 
vention. 
John M. Work is the socia list candidate. 
If a ny other entry appears it will be one to contest with 
Bruce for the democratic nomination on a wet platform, 
Bruce not being satisfactory to th e beer and wine advocates. 
Beca use of the fa ct tha t the republican ticket usually wins 
in Wisconsin, chief interest will be in th e contest for th at 
nomina tion. If there is no contest in th e democratic party, 
the republica n prima ry will be overran by democrats and 
socia lists of the type tha t ma kes a practice of th at- sort of 
thing 
In a free-for-a ll of th at kind th e son of th e former 
sena tor will ha ve the advantage. Th e fath er drew from th at 
cla ss of votes, a nd the Wisconsin primary is so fra med th at 
they can overwhelm the republicans in affairs th at sh ould 
concern only republicans. 
However, th ere are complications, th e result of wh ich will 
be known better wh en sentiment begins to crystalize. 
Th e 
complicating element is McGovern. 
He was governor of tins 
state from 19 11 to 19 15 and as such must h ave much strength , 
th at was a part of h is old state mach ine, persons obligated to ! 
h im. During h is campaigns for office and h is service as ch ild 
executive h as was supported by th e element th at w a s follow­ 
ing LaFollette. 
But h e was not a part of th e LaFolletin- 
Blaine senatorial plans, so h e sough t aid and comfort from 
th e stalwart wing of th e party. 
He went into th e Osh kosh 
convention, wh ich was h eld to eliminate all except one candi­ 
date, wh o sh ould receive th e united support of th o faction 
.gainst LaFollette. 
McGovern did not develop much strength in th at 
c on v e n ­ 
tion, and th e nomination went to Wilcox. Th ereupon McGov­ 
ern refused to bind h imself to th e staFwarti and set out for 
h imself, apparen tly to gath er wh at h e can trom both tac­ 
tions. He is in position to make h imself felt in such a cam­ 
paign. 
Th e convention declared against th e primary law. 
He ha s come out to figh t for its retention. 
His “ progressive” 
lea nings may draw some of th e old LaFollette support th at 
wa s with h im in h is governorsh ip and wh ich may not desire 
to follow the 
Blaine-LaFollette program.

BRYAN MEMORIALTjNIVERSITY. 


Tt Is proposed to establish a Bryan Memorial university at 
Dayton, Tenn., and so seriously h as th e proposal been taken 
th at a pledge of $200,000 h as been made as th e beginning of 
th e endowment. 
It is h igh ly appropriate th at a memorial sh ould be created 
for Mr. Bryan, but it is possible th at th e effort migh t be di­ 
rected better in anoth er direction. 
Two th ings are to b<^considered in establish ing an educa­ 
tional institution. One is th at such an institution can not be 
establish ed with out an enormous, an almost proh ibitive fund. 
Th e oth er is th a t even if funds are limitless, th ere arc ele­ 
ments attach ed to a coilege or university th at money can not 
buy. 
For a small college $200,000 would be a h andsome gift. 
Perh aps it would save th e life of a struggling institution th at 
h as been doing good work for h alf a century, but is losing 
but in th e race for millions required for universities th at are 
in competition with th ose of th e several states. Yet, th e small 
college th at h as been in existence fifty years h as someth ing 
tha t th e millions can not buy. 
It h as tradition. 
It h as stu­ 
dents scattered around th e world. 
It h as th e second and 
th ird generations for students.
